If there were a student who might have such a thesis in mind, were ho or she 
to make a name ind&H of tiiis material, it could bo the beginning of understanding of the 
potential as well as a fair amount of the work needed for the thesis, I tliink. 

I rather imagine you’d bo surprised at where tiiis can lead if the names of those 
connected with these foundations tliat fronted for the CIA were run through something as 
available as Who's Who, You'd find the present president of the American Jar Association 
sei-vod such a role and was, sLaultoneously, a member of the Texas l&grx of Inquiry (not 
the only one of tliat small body with tiiis ClA -past)* 1 don't think tiiis has over boon 
done, it could be a fascinating project and a worthwhile work, mid I would guess that the 
names represent a major influence in society, industry, finance and politics, 

dliero is just too much tliat others can't or won't do for u im or me to eng ge in tiiis 
kind of work, interesting as it would be,

exaggerate the value of iay files as an arcliive *md they are not stuffed with the typical 
paranoid crap, aside from extensive film and tapes, I'm talking of more tlian 20 stuffed
